farm ers, 
and while I can’t name off­ 
hand very much the U. N. has 
done, still it must represent a j 
threat to some form of dis­ 
order or Russia wouldn’t be 
concerned with it. 
However, I’m going into a 
discussion of the U. N.—not 
just because I’m ignorant of 
it, th a t’s no excuse for not dis­ 
cussing anything, you set up| 
a standard that a person has 
to know w hat he’s talking a- 
bout before he talks and nine- 
tenths 
of 
the 
conversation 
would slop hut what interests 
me is Russia’s idea th at the U. 
N. ought to be run by a three- 
man board, one from Russia, 
one from the 
United States, 
and one from some place else, 
each w ith the right to veto 
the other two. 
I have given this proposal 
careful thought, and the best I 
can figure it out, it’d be like 
trying a bank robber before a 
three-m an jury, consisting of 
the judge, the prosecuting a t - 1 
torney, and the bank robber, 
w ith a unanimous vote neces 
sarv for conviction. 
I t’d be like me borrowing 
money from the bank, w ith an 
.rcem ent that before the loan 


could be called in, me and the 
banker both would have to 
vote unanimously on w hether 
or not to foreclose on me. 
I don’t believe Russia will 
get anyw here with this pro­ 
posal, yet on the other hand 
I doubt if the United Nations 
will get anywhere as long as it 
has Russia on its hands. 
Russia is like a hurricane.

The world though has survived 
lots of hurricanes, and it prob­ 
ably can survive Russia, but 
you'll have to admit, it’s going 
to take a long time for it to 
blow itself out.
